Ilaſtly, The children of thoſe which are 
the fourth degree or remove of kindred ; 
likewiſe where ſuch affinity is contracted 
by lawful marriage.—Alfo in cafes of 
adultery and fornication, which creates 
an affinity to the ſecond degree, and in 
the ſacraments of haptiſm and confirma- 
tion, whereby the godfather and god- 
mother are rohibites marriage with the 
parents and the child.

This worſhi 
is to be performed firſt by Faith, which 
makes both the underſtanding and the will 
humbly adore and embrace all thoſe truths 
which God has taught, however obſcure 
and incomprehenfible they may be to out 
weakneſs. 2dly, By Hope, which honours 
the infinite power, goodneſs and mercy of 
God, and the truth of his promiſes ; and, 
upon theſe grounds, raiſes the foul to an 
aſſured expectation of mercy, grace and 
ſalvation, thro* the merits of Jeſus Chriſt, 
34ly, By Charity, which teaches us to love 
God with our whole hearts, for his own 
ſake ; and our neighbours as ourſelves, for 
God's ſake.

im. 3. We muſt reverence the name of 
God and his truth by a religious obſer- 
vance of all lawful oaths and vows, and by 
carefully avoiding all falſe, raſh, unjuſt, or 
blaſphemous oaths and curſes. 4. We muſt 
dedicate fome notable part of our time to 
his divine ſervice; and more eſpecially 
confecrate to him thoſe days that he has 
ordered to be ſanctiſed, or kept holy. 5. 
Under God, we muſt love, reverence, and 
obey our parents, and other lawful ſupe- 
riors, ſpiritual and temporal, and obſerve 
the laws of the Church and State; as alſo 
we muſt have a due care of our children; 
and of others that are under our charge, 
berh as to the foul and body, 6. We 
mutt abſtain from all injuries to our neigh- 
beur's perſon, by murder or any other 
violence; and from all hatred, envy, and 
deſire of revenge; as alſo from ſpiritual 
murder, which is committed by draw! 
him into fin, by words, actions, or il 
example. 7. We mult abſtain from aduk 
tery, and from all uncieanneſs of 
thoughts, words and actions, beyond the 
lawful uſe of the marriage-bed. 8. We 
muſt not ſteal, cheat, or any other way 
wrong our neighbour in his goods and 
poſſeſſions; we muſt give eveiy one his 

« own, 
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own, pay our debts, and make reſtitution 
for all unjuſt damages which we have 
cauſed. 9 We muſt not wrong our neigh- 


bour in his character or good name, by 
detraction or raſh judgment; or in his 
honour, by repreaches and affronts ; or 
rob him of the peace of his mind, by ſcoffs 
and contempt ; or of his friends, by car- 
rying ſtories backward and forward. In 
all which caſes, whoſoever wrongs his 
neighbour, is obliged to make reſtitution 
or ſatisfaction. 10. As we are command- 
ed to abſtain from all deeds of luſt and in- 
juſtice, ſo we are ſtrictly obliged to re- 
ſtrain all defires in theſe kinds, and to re- 
ſiſt the irregular motions of concupiſcence.

denly all theſe things vaniſh away ; the 
enormity of fin, and the multitude of our 
own fins in particular; the certainty and 
uncertainty of death; and the neceſſity of 
preparing for it; the account that we muſt 
one day give of our whole lives to an all- 
ſeeing Judge; the eternal joys of heaven, 
and the eternal torments of hell; the pre- 
lence and Majeſty of God: the life and 
death 
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death of Jeſus Chriſt; the example of his 

ſaints; the ſtate of cur own interior, in 

order to the knowledge of ourſelves, our 

paſſions and vices, &c. 

Tlie Method of Meditation prefi ribed by that great mofler 
in ſpirituals, St. Francis de Sales, in kts Intro-

Inſtructions and Devotions for Hearing Mass. 
Sscr. I.—What the Maſs is, and for what end it 
is to be offered. 

Fo 132 the beginning of the world the 

ſervants of God were always accuſ- 

tomed to offer /ac1ifice to him by way of 
acknowledying his ſovereignty, & paying 
their homage to him; & in all ancient re- 
ligions, true or falſe, this worſhip of /a- 
crifice was always looked upon as a muſt 
ſolema act of religion, due to the Deny 
| which 
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which they worſhipped. 2. In the law of 
nature & in the law of Moſes, there was a 
reat variety of ſacrifices: ſome bloody, 
in which the victim was ſlain; others un- 
bloody; ſome were called holocaufts, or 
auhale burnt-efferings, in which the whole 
hoſt or victim was conſumed in fire upon 
God's altar, for his honozr & glory; others 
were called fr-oferings which were offered 
for xs; others were offerings of thankſgiv- 
inge others, in fine, were pacific or peace- 
eferings, which were offered for obtaining 
avours of God; the word peace in the 
ſcripture ſtyle ſignifying all manner of 
good and proſperity. 3. All theſe ſac riſi- 
ces of the law of nature, and of the law of 
Meo/es, were of themſelves but aweat and 
needy elements, & only figures of a ſacrifice 
to come, vi. that of Feſus Chris; in con- 
fideration of which ſacrifice only, and of 
the /a:th of the offerers, by which they be- 
lieved in this Redeemer to come, thoſe an- 
cient ſacrifices were then accepted by the 
divine Majeſty, when they were accompa- 
nied with the inward ſacrifice of the heart ; 
but not for any intrinſic worth or dignity 
of the things offered; for no other blood 
but the blood of Chrift could waſh away 
our fins. Hence in the zack Pſalm, ſpo- 
ken in the perſon of Chriſt to his Father, 
we read, Sacrifice and ablation ibi didit not 
defire, but a body thou haſt fitted 18 me. (So 
St. Paul reads it, Heb, x. 5.) burnt-offermg 
and 
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end 
Said I, Behold I come. 'To give us to un- 
derftand, that by reaſon of the inſufficien- 
of the ſacrifice of the old law, Chrift 
himſelf would come to be our ſacrifice, 
and would offer up his own body & blood 
for us. 4. Accordingly our Saviour Fe/zs 
Chrift, at the time appointed by his Fa- 
ther, having taken fleſh for us, was pleaſed 
to offer himſelf a ſacrifice for us all, dying 
upon the croſs for the fins of the whiole 
world. By this one offering we were com- 
ny redeemed, in as much as our ran- 
om was paid, and all mercy, grace, and 
ſalvation were purchaſed for us. Neither 
can there now be any need of his dying 
any more, or purchaſing any other graces 
for us than thoſe for which he has already 
paid the price of his blood. 5. Never- 
theleſs, for the daily application of this 
ore eternal redemption to our ſouls, and 
that the mercy, grace, and ſalvation which 
he has purchaſed for us, may be actually 
communicated to us, he not only conti- 
nually appears in our behalf in the ſanc- 
tuary of heaven, there repreſenting and 
offering to his Father his death and paſſion 
for us; but has alſo inftitured the b/-fſed 
Encharift, the night before his paſſion ; in 
which he has bequeathed us his body and 
blood under the ſacramental veils, not 


only to be received by us as a ſacrament, - 


for the food and nouriſhment of our 1 


mg, thou did not require ; then 
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but alſo to be offered and preſented by 
his miniſters to his Father, myſtically 
broken and ſhed, as a facrifice; not b 
way of a new death, but by way of a ſtand- 
ing memorial of bis death; a daily cele- 
brating & repreſenting his death to God, 
and an applying to our ſouls the fruits of 
it. 6. This euchariftic ſacrifice of the 
body & blood of Chriſt, daily offered un- 
der the forms of bread & wine, in remem- 
brance of his on, is what we call the 
Mass. This is the ſolemn liturgy of the 
catholic church. This is that pure offering 
which is made to God in every place a- 
mongſt the Gentiles, according to the 
propheſy of Malachi, i. v. 19, 12. By 
this Chriſt is a prieſt for ever according to 
the order of Melchiſedec, Pf, cix. whoſe 
ſacrifice was bread and wine, Gen. xv. 7. 
This ſacrifice of the Maſs is the ſame in 
ſubſtance with that which Chriſt offered 
for us upon the croſs: becauſe both the 
Victim offered, and the Prieft, or principal 
Offerer, is the ſame Jeſus Chriſt. The 
difference is only in the manner of the of- 
fering; becauſe upon the croſs our Savi- 
our offered himſelf in ſuch a manner, as 
really to ſhed his blood and die for us ! 
whereas now he does not really ſhed his 
blood, or die any more. And therefore 
this is called an znbloody ſacrifice; and that 
of the croſs a bloody ſacrifice. 8. By reaſon 
of this near alliance which this ſacrifice Jad 
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the Mafs has with the ſacrifice of the 
Croſs, it compleatly anſwers all the diffe- 
rent ends ot facrifice, and that in a man- 
ner infinitely more perfect than any of the 
ancient ſacrifices, Chri is here both 
Prieft and Victim, repreienting in Perſon, 
and offering up his death and paſſion tohis 
Father ; |, For the adoration, praiſe, 
honour and glory of the divine Majeſty. 
2dly, In thani/giving for all his benefits, 
3dly, For the obtaining pardon of our fins. 
4thly, For the obtaining grace and ſalva- 
tion for us, by the merits of that ſame 
death and paſhon. And therefore this ſa- 
critice, in order to all theſe ends, muſt be 
infinitely beyond all the Solocauſts, thank- 
offerings, fin-offerings, and peace-offerings of 
the ancient law, gtihly, This ſacrifice of 
the Maſs then is offered up to God in the 
catholic church, 1ſt, As a daily remem- 
brance of the paſſion cf Chriſt: Do this for 
a commemoration of me: St. Lake xxii. 
2dly, As a molt ſolemn awor7ip of the di- 
vine Majeſty. 3d'y, As a moſt acceptable 
thaulſgiving to God, from whence it has 
the name of Ezxcharift, Athly, As a moſt 
powerful means to move God to ſhew 
mercy to us in the rg ven of aur fins, 
for which tea ſon we call it propiitutory. 
And laftiy, as a mot effectual way to 
oblain of God all that we want, coming to 
him, as we here do, with Chr, & thro? 
Ciril. 6. For thee ends both prieſts and 


people 
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* ought to offer up the ſacrifice of 
the Maſs Shs prieft, as Chriſt's miniſter

Repreſent your Saviour as car- 
rying his croſs before you, to be immo- 
lated rhereon ſor your fins, and bewail 
theſe fins of yours, as the cauſes of all 
his ſufferings. — When you enter the 
church or chapel, humble yourſelf pro- 
foundly in the preſence of God whoſe 
houſe you come into: and if the bleſſed 
ſacrament be kept there, adore your Sa- 
viour upon your bended knees. At tak. 
ing of holy water, make the fign of the 
croſs upon yourſelf, beg pardon for your 
fins, and humbly crave that you may be 
waſhed and cleanſed from them by the 
blood of the Lamb.—Chuſfe, as much as 
you can, a place to kneel in where you 
may be moſt recollected and leaſt diſ- 
tutbed. There repreſent to yourfelf by 
a lively faith the majeſty of God, and 
humbly beg his mercy and grace, that 
you may a at this tremendous facri- 
fice in the manner you ought.—At the 
beginning of the Maſs, the prieſt at the 
foot of the altar makes the fign of the 
croſs, In the name of the Father, and of the 
Som, and of the Hey Ghoſt, Amen, and then 
recites with the clerk the 42d pſalm, 
Fudica me, Deus, &e.

all our enemies, and in a word, on all 
pcor ſinners ; that we may be all converted 
to thee, and find mercy, throngh Jeſus 
Chriſt thy Son: through whom we hope 
one day to be admitted into the company 
of ail thy ſaints and elect, whoſe memory 
we here celebrate, whoſe prayers we de- 
fire, and with whom we communicate in 
theſe holy myſteries,

Then the prieſt ſpreads his hands, ae- 
cording to the ancient ceremony of ſa- 


- crifice, over the bread and wine, which 


are to be conſecrated into the body and 
blood of Chriſt, & begs that God would 


accept of this oblation which he makes in 


the name of the whole church ; and that 
he would grant us peace in this life, & 
eternal ſalvationin the next. After which 
he ſolemnly bleſſes the bread and the 
wine with the ſign of the croſs, and in- 


vokes the Almighty that they may be 


made to us the body and blood of his 
moſt beloved Son our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, 
And ſo he proceeds to the conſecration, 
firſt of the bread into the body of our 
Lord, & then of the wine into his blood ; 
which conſecration is made by Chriſt's 
own words, pronounced in his name & 
perſon by the prieſt, & is the moſt eſſen- 
tial part of this ſacrifice, becauſe thereby 
the body and blood of Chrift are really 
exhibited & preſented to God, & Chriſt 
is myſtically immolated. Immediately af- 
ter the conſecration follows the Elevation, 
firſt of the hoſt, then of the chalice, in re- 
membrance of Chriſt's elevation upon the 
croſs. At the elevation of the chalice, the 
prieſt recites theſe words of Chriſt, 4. 
often as ye do theſe things, you ſhall do them 
in remembrance of me. Ihen he goes on, 
making a ſolema commemoration of the 


* patſion, reſurreftion and aſcenfion of 


* Chriſt, 
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* Chrift, & begging of God to accept this 
* ſacrifice, as he was pleaſed to accept the 
* oblations of Abel, Abraham, & Melchiſe- 
* deck; & to command, that it may by his 
* holy angel be preſented upon the altar a- 
* bove, in preſence of his divine Majeſty ; 
for the benefit of all thoſe that ſhall par- 
* take of theſe myſteries here below. In 
the mean time you may pray thus. 
A prayer when the prieft ſpreads his hands 
over the ablation. 
WE preſent to thee, O Lord, this bread 
and wine, which being compoſed of 
many, reduced into one, are ſymbols of 
concord and unity, that by thy all-power-

IN the beginning was the Word, and the 
1 Word was with God, & the Word wag 
God, L he ſame was in the beginning with 
God.

He was in the 
world, and the world was made by him, 
and the world knew him not. He came 
unto his own, and his own received him 
t. But as many as received him, to 
them, he gave power to be made the ſons 
of God; ta them that believe in his name, 
wha are born, not of blood, nor of the 
wall T5 fleſh, nox of the will of man, 
but of Gol. And the Ward u made flelb. 
and dwelt among us. And we ſaw his 
gory, the glary as of the only begotten 
of the Father, full of grace and truth. 
VN. g. Wich regard to the veſt ments, in 
which the prieſt ſays maſs, that as the maſs 
xepzeſents the. paſſion of Chriſt, and the 
prieſt there ofiic ĩates in his perſan, ſo theſe 
veſtments in which ke officiates, repreſents 
thoſe with which Chriſt was ignomuniouſly 
cloathed at the time of his paſſion. Thug 
the 4n:ice repreſents the rag or clout with 
which the Jewsmuffled 4. face, 
when at every bluw they, bid him i 
wag it was chat truck him, St. Lake xx 
64- The tepte ſents the whi'e garment 
with which he was veſted by Herad ; the 
Grate, Manigli, and Stale repreſent the 
cards & bands with which be was bound 
8 the diſterent ſtages af his paſſion ; the 
»ajukie, or outward veſtment, pepreſenys 
the purple garment with which he was 
E 4 cloathed 
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cloathed as a mock king ; upon the back 
of which there is a croſs, to repreſent that 
which Chriſt bore on his ſacred ſhoulders, 
Laſtly, the prieſt's Tonſure or crown is to 
repreſent the crown of thorns which our 
Saviour wore. 
Moreover, as in the old law the prieſts, 
there were wont to officiate in ſacred func- 
tivns had, by the appointment of God, 
Te/iments aſhgned for that purpoſe, as well 
for the greater decency and folemnity of 
the divine worſhip, as to ſignify and re- 
preſent the virtues which God required 
of his miniſters; ſo it was proper that in 
the church of the New Teftament, Chriſt's 
miniſters ſhould in the ſacred function, 
be diſtinguiſhed in like manner from the 
laity by their ſacred veſtments : which 
might alſo repreſent the virtues which 
God requires in them; thus the Amice, 
which is firſt put upon the head, repre- 
ſents divine hope, which the apoſtles call 
the helmet of ſalvation ; the 416, inno- 
cence of life ; the Girale, with which the 
loins are begirt, purity and chaſtity ; the 
Maniple, which is put upon the left arm, 
patient ſuffering of the labours of this 
mortal life ; the Sole, the ſweet yoke of 
Chrift, to be born in this life, in order to 
a happy immortality ; in fine, the Chaſu- 
ble, which is uppermoſt, and covers all the 
reſt, repreſents the virtue of charity. In 
theſe veſtments the church makes _— 
ve 
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five colours, vi. .the Vie on the feaſts 
of our Lord, of the bleſſed Virgin, of the 
angels, and of the ſaints that were not 
martyrs; the Red on the feaſts of pente- 
colt, of the invention and exaltation of 
the croſs, and of the apoſtles and martyrs; 
the Y:ilet, which is the penireatial colour. 
in the ,peaitential *times of Advent and 
Lent, and upon vigils and ember-days ; 
the Green on moſt of the other Sundays 
and Ferias throyghopt the year ; and the 
Black on Good Friday, and in the quafſes 
for the dead. 3 
We make a reverence to the altar 
which maſs is aid, becauſe it is the Teat 
of theſe divine myſteries, and à figure of 
Chriſt, who is not only aur, Prieft, and Sa- 
crifice, but our altar too, inaſmuch as we 
offer our prayers and actifices. through 
him. Upen the altar we always have a 
crucifix,. that as the Maſs is ſäid in fe- 
membrance of Chritt's paſſion, aud dga 
both prieſt and; people may haye*befot 
their eyes — thi: ſacrifice, che mage 
that puts them in mind of his paſon and 
death.. And there are atways lighted 
candles upon the altar during Mate; as 
well to honour the victory and triumph of 
our great Kigg, which ts there celebrated 
by theſe lights, which are tckens of our 
joy, and cf his glory, as to. denote, the 
light of faith, with which :we ate to ap- 
proach to him. whe 
E 5 a A meihid 
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A method of hearing Maſs for the abſent. 
T* often happens that Chriſtians thro” 
diſtance of place, indiſpoſition, or o- 
ther unavoidable impediments, are hin- 
dered from being able to be preſent at the 
great ſacrifice of the Maſs ; in which caſe 
it is proper they ſhould endeavour to aſſiſt 
thereat at leaſt in ſpirit, which may be 


done with great fruit to their ſouls in this 


manner. | 
Let them make choice of a proper time 


in the morning, and either by themſelves 
(or if they have a family) ſummoning them 


together, let them go into their oratory, 
& there preſent themſelves in ſpirit before 
the altar of God; after having bewailed 
their misfortune in being kept at a diſ- 
tance from theſe heavenly myſteries, let 
them join themſelves in heart and affec- 
tion, with all that are offering this ſacri- 
ce to God at that time, repreſenting more 
particularly to themſelves that Maſs which 
2s then offered in the place where they 
commonly hear Maſs ; & applying them- 
ſelves to the ſame devotions they common- 
ly uſe in time of hearing Maſs. 

Thus for example: at the Confitecr, let 
them confeſs their fins with a hearty repen- 
tance; at the Kyrie el+iſon, let them cry out 
to God for mercy ; at the Gloria in excel/is, 
let them give adoration and glory to God; 
at the Collect, let them recommend to him 
their own and the church's neceſſities, Fo 
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the Epiſile and Goſpel, let them beg God's 
grace, that they may conform their lives 
to his holy word, and ſo with proportion 
let them accommodate their devotion to 
all the other parts of the Maſs ; remem- 
bering always the four intentions of the. 
facrifice; the paſſion of Chritt, and a ſpi- 
ritual communion ; uniting them ſel ves in 
every part of this ſacrihkce with Jeſus 
Chriſt, and offering themſelves to God 
with him and through him. 
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Let the two Acolytes, or Perſons who are to 
aſſiſt the Prieſt at Mala, take each a lighted taper, 
and guing out of the Sacriſty, with their eyes caſt 
downwards, proceed with decency to the mid dle 
of the Altar, where they muſt both together kncel 
down on the lowermoit ſtep, and make a reverence 
before the blelled ſacrament, if kept there, or in 
preſence of the crucifix, as an humble offering of 
themlicl es for the honourable office they are juſt 
Fs to be employed in; they mult ever remem- 

cr, tlie, reprelent the whole people, for whom 
they anſwer; for which purpoſe, their minds 
ſhould be employed in meditation ard prayer, 
Which I would adviſe them to have prepared. 
themſelves with before hand, that thus the olfer- 
ing may he made more welcome in the fight of 
Cod, b, the purity of intention in the offerers. 

From the lowermoſt ſtep, let them with decen- 
cy, alccnd to the middle of the altar, where, wich 
a low reverence, kneel again, and then riſing, with 
a reverency frlt betorc the bleiſed facrament, 
make tie lame to each other, and proceed to light 
the tartlae t caudie from the tabernacle, and io on 
ull ticy have liguted that which is next to it. AE 
ter blowing out che taper, again kuccl, aud make 
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a like reverence, then riſing together, eed ta 
the Iewormmoft Rep. ah eee — moke * 
Nen rtrverince; which having done, riſc, and 
lowing to each other, retura back to the fucriltyy, 
one follow ing the other. 

What is ſazd hert of two perſons, muſt as much 
# poſhble be attended to, where only one fervex 
the prieſt; and where the bbe ſſed ſacrament is hops, 
ALL, whe enter the chapel or place, muk make 2 
reverence, and with one knee touch the ground; 
But hen it is expoſed, the reverence muſt he made 
Eneeling on both knees, or the patty is guilty of 
very great diſreſpect. This inſtruction, it is hoped, 
will prevent thoſe indeceneies which have been toe 
trequently obſerved in perſons who attend the 
altar, and frequent our chapels. 

On thoſe days when the bleſſed facrament is ex- 
poled, the Prieſt is preceded by the cenfor, who 
es before the Acolytes, and preſents him witty 
mcenie in a fpoon, whert he returns from taking 
the Expofitory out of the tabernacle; and again the 
fame afrer he returns from placing it on the throne, 
the Cenfor and Aco making theſe reverences 
as the Prieft does. All who are prefent ſhould a- 
void fitting, unleſs there be x veil or ſkreen placed 
before the blefſed Sacrament, which is done in cx 
tholic countries only, whilft {-{rvering an Exton tation 
or 3:76»; but by no means are the congregation 
tolerated to fit at alt times, which ſhows a great 
diſreſpect, unleſs their health or age require it. 

When the Aſper ges is given, the Cenſor and A- 
colytes proceed in hke manner before the Prieſt ta 
the altar, without the thurible and candles, then“ 
the congrezation, the Cenſor clearing the way, one 
Acolyte carrying the vefcl of blieſſed water, and 
the other following to <2. the congregation 
preſſing too faſt on the Pricft. 5 

When they go out from the ſacriſtry. to aſſiſt ae 
Maſs, they proceed be fore the Prieſt in ike manner, 
and ſtanding back fur him to pals, kncel down — 
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low the third ſten on each fide of him, and the 
Cenfor behind making another reverence, while

And it may not be amiſs 
to hint here at the reſpe& due to Relics of Saints, 
which, as they frequently fall in the way of the 
Laity are, when properly authenticated by being 
ſ-aled and a teſtimonial corref nding thereto, to 
be treated with reſpect, and the teal or caſe by no 
means to be broken, or the Relicks which they 
contain touched by the Laity, but in like urgent 
neceſſity ; as they are ſacred; and even where no 
teſtimonial is with them, but that they are ſup- 
poſed the Relicks of ſome holy perſons, a reſpect 
alſo 1s 2 as far as it relates to the honour

"2 moſt general preſcriptions againſt 
all kinds of fin, are frequent and fer- 

vent prayer; meditation and confideration 
of the four laſt things, and of the other 
great chriſtian truths ; frequenting the ſa- 
craments with due preparation ; reading 
ſpiritual books, daily examining your con- 
ſcience; devotion to the paſſion of Chriſt, 
to his bleſſed Mother, and to the ſaints; a 
continual watchfulneſs over yourſelf; giv- 
ing alms according to your ability ; daily 
mortifying your own inclinations, and 
chaſtiſing 
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chaſtiſing the fleſh, and particularly takin 


care to fly the occaſions of fin, and to 
the firſt motions of evil. 


4 non Pride. 

A2 the n of pride (which con- 

lifts in an inordinatelove of one's own 
excellence, and in thinking too well of 
one's ſelf, as if one took one's felf to be 
ſomebody, which makes us refer all to 
ourſelves, inſtead of referring it to God) 
divines preſcribe the following remedies : 
1. To ſtudy and to know one's ſelf, & often 
to confider the meanneſs of out extraction 
(as to the body from dirt and corruption, 
and as to the foul from nothing ;) the in- 
fection of fin; the many miſeries of our 
preſent condition ; our perpetual repug- 
nance to good, and inclination to evil ; 
the certainty of death, and uncertainty of 
our eternal lot; and above all, to conſider 
what a deplorable figure a ſoul in mortal 
fin makes in the fight of God, and how 
often this has been our caſe, if it be not 
ſo at preſent, Ah! what confuſion then, 
what horror, what an eternal damnation 
have we deſerved ? and after all, dare we 
lift up our head by pride? 2. To fet be- 
fore our eyes the example of Chriſt, who 
humbled himſelf to the death of the croſs, 
to cure our pride, and who particularly 
calls upon all his followers to learn of him 


to be meek and humble of heart, St. Matt. xi. 


29. and declares that except they become 
as 
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as little ones, they ſhall not enter into the 
kingdom of heaven, St. Matt. wviit. 3—3. 
To meditate often upon the manifold da- 
mages which the ſoul receives from pride, 
which corrupts its very vitals, and lays it 
open to all evils; becauſe God refiſts the 
proud, and withdraws his graces from 
them. 4. To conſider the dreadful puniſh- 
ments which Lucifer and his companions, 
which our firſt nts, &c. have incurred 
by pride. 5. To accuſtom one's ſelf both 
to interior and exterior acts of humility, & 
contempt of ourſelves ; highly to prize & 
daily to beg of God this neceſſary virtue; 
and willingly to embrace humiliations, as 
often as they are offered. 6. With regard 
to the things which moſt commonly nou» 
riſh our pride, to conſider how little rea- 
_ we have * proud of . that 
ey are rally things empty and vain, 
fading _s — ſuch as worldly 
honours, riches, beauty, fine cloaths, &c. 
which give no 1 value or worth to 
them that enjoy them, nor make them one 
whit the better; but, on the contrary, if 
they are proud of them, make them odious 
and contemptible both to God and man. 
And as for any real & ſolid goods that we 
mav have, we muſt ever remember whoſe 
gifts they are, what a fri account we muſt 
one day give of them ; that humility is the 
beſt ornament and guardian of them, and 
that pride will not only make them _— 
ut

but even pernicious both to ourſelves and 
others. 7. It is alſo a great help towards 
overcoming pride, that we ſhould be tho- 
* ſenſble of our cortuption in this 
kind. For many will not believe that they 
are proud, and ſuch as theſe are in the 
moſt dangerous way of all ; for how ſhall 
perſons be perf to ſeek remedies, 
who will not believe they are ſick. 

Againſt I ain-Glory, 
A Gainſt the ſin of 3 which is 
near akin to pride, and conſiſts in an 
inordinate defire and love of being praiſed 
and eſteemed by others, divines preſcribe, 
1. That we ſhould ſeriouſly conſider, how - 
ſhort, how inconſtant, how empty, & vain 
is all human glory, and all the praiſe and 
eſteem of men; which adds nothing to us 
in the fight of God, the juſt, and true, and 
eternal Judge of all merit; and what we 
are in his fight, that we only are, and no- 
thing more. 2. That we ſhould conſider 
how great and how pernicious an evil 
daia- glory is, which robs God of his glory, 
and man of the reward of his good works; 
which corrupts the beſt of actions, and 
makes the actors liable to the Divine ven- 
geance; beſides the curſed brood of vices 
which ordinarily are the offsprings of vain- 
glory ; ſuch as envy, detraction, conten- 
tion, hypocriſy, love of novelty, diſobe- 
dience, &c. 3. That we ſhould often re- 
peat to ourſelyes that of the apoſtle, 79 
a 
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haſt thou, that thou haſd not received And 
if then haſt received, why diſi thou gary as 
if thou had/t not received? 1 Cor, IV, To 
Agarmſt Covetouſneſs. 
A Gainſt avarice and eoveronſneſs, which 
is an inordinate love and defire of 
riches, or worldly s,divines preſcribe, 
1. Thatwe ſhould often meditate on the 
danger and pernicious conſequences of 
this vice, which St. Paul, 1 Tim. vi. calls 
the roat of all evil : where alſo he affirms, 
that {1 as have a mind to become rich, 
fall into temptation, and the ſnare of the de- 
wil, and into many unprofitable and hurtful 
defrres, which drown men in deſtruction, and 
perditran. Hence the wiſe man tells us, 
Eceleſ. x. 10. that there is vat a mnre wicked 
thing than 10 love money : for uch a one ſet- 
teth bis orzn foul 19 ſale. And our Saviour 
himſelf aſſures us, that zo man can ſerve 
both God and Mammon, St. Matt. vi. 24.—2. 
That we ſhould conlider, that theſe riches 
(which worldiings ſo much covet) if we 
make a jndgment of them by the light of 
faith, and the maxims of the goſpel, are 
more to be teared than deſired, by reaſon 
of the many occaſions of ſin to which they 
commonly expoſe the foul, Hence our 
Saviour, St. Le vi. 24. prononnces a woe 
to the rieb, for thry have their conſolation here. 
And St. Matt. xix. 24. declares, that it is 
eaſier far a camel ty paſs through the eye of a 
xeedies. 
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needle, than for à rich man to enter into the 
kingdom of beaven.—3. That we ſhould ſet 
before our eyes the example of Chrift, 
who choſe to be born in poverty, and die 
in poverty, though he was Lord of all; 
whoſe chief favourites have generally been 
ſuch as were the moſt poor and deſpiſed 
in this world ; and who pronounces ſuch 
bleſſed, St. Luke vi.—4. That we ſhould 
otten think of the treaſures of a happy 
eternity, prepared for the poor in ſpirit, 
St. Matt. v. 3. And often reflect upon 
that ſentence of CHri, St. Mart. vi. 16. 
What doth it profit a man, if he gain the 
awhole world, and boſe his own foul ?—5, 
That we ſhould have death always before 
our eyes, which will quickly ſtrip us of all ; 
and give us ſo much the more pain, in 
violently ſeparating us from our riches, by 
how much more our hearts has cleaved to 
them. They have flept their ſleep, and all 
the men of niches have found nothing in 
their hands, Pf. Ixxv. We brought nothing in- 
to this world, and certainly ue can carry no- 
thing out, Hav ing then food & wwherewith to 
be covered, with thoſe wwe are content, 1 Tim. 
vi. 7, 8,—6. That we ſhould conſider, that 
the riches of this world which the goſpel 
calls deceitful, St. Matt. xiii. are thorns 
which prick and gore the ſoul with ny 
cares, anxieties, and ſolicitudes, whic 
inſtead of ſatisfying increaſe the thirſt, 
Whereas a ſmall matter is really * 

os 
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for this tranſitory life; and this may be 
had without all this ſolicitude. Truth it- 
ſelf having engaged his word, Seek firſt ihe 
king dem of God, and his juſtice, and all thoſe 
things ſhall be added unto you, St. Matt. vi. 
33. Hence Heb. xiii. 5. Let your man- 
ners, ſays the apoſtle, be avithout copeton/e 
eſs, contented with ſuch things as you have, 
for he has ſaid, I xvill not leave thee, neither 
will I forſake thee.—7. The rich, that are 
hard & unmercitul to the poor, ought to 
be put in mind of the laſt judgmeat, and 
of the ſentence that ſhall then be pronoun- 
ced againlt ſuch as have not done alms ; 
that mercy is promiſed to the merciful ; 
but judgment <withont mercy io ſuch as have 
xt dane mercy, St. James ii. 13. That the 
poor are the membets of Chriſt, and that 
what we do to them, he takes as done to 
himſelf, St. Matt. xxv.—8. On the other 
fide, the poor, who are uneaſy under their 
condition, and are tempted to covet what 
the world calls a —— 
to ſet before their eyes their Saviour, either 
in the crib of Bethlehem, or on the croſs, 
upon mount Calvary ;. and contemplatiag 
his poverty, embrace their own as the li- 
very of Chriſt. q. But as it is the common 
misfortune of ſuch as are covetous, whether 
they be rich or poor, that they do not be- 
lieve, & will not be perſuaded, that they 
are covetous, but delude themſelves under 
à ſpeeious cover of pretended _—_— 
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of the prudent care that every one ought 
to have of the main chance, as they very 
improperly call it; therefore the firft and 
molt neceſſary r againſt avarice 
is that a perſon ſhould ſtudy and know 
himſelf, and by humble and fervent prayer 
obtain this ſelf-knowledge of God ; with- 
out which it is to be feared, all other re- 
medies will prove ineffectual. | 
Againſt 5 
Gainſt the ſin of Inſt (which is an in- 
ordinate love of carnal pleaſures) 
divines preſcribe. 1. Tofly the occaſions; 
fuch as immodeſt books and plays, wanton 
dalliance, 1ndifcreet freedoms, &c. and 
molt particularly bad company, & all con- 
verſation with fuch perſons aa one has ſin- 
ned with in this kind. —2, To avoid idle- 
neſs, & to be very temperate in eating and 
drinking.—3. To keep a watch over the 
eyes, that death may not enter in by thoſe 
windows; & to reſiſt with vigour the fitſt 
beginning of theſe temptations.—4. To be 
diligent in all ſpiritual exercifes, ſuch as 
meditation, prayer, ſpiritual reading, fre- 
quenting the ſacraments, &c.— 5. To thick 
often upon the paſſion of Chriſt; & parti- 
cularly in the time of temptation, to have 
recourſe to this meditation. —b, To be de- 
vout to the bleſſed Virgin & to the ſaints, 
2. To remember that God fees us, and 
that our guardian angels are preſent with 
us; and be aſhamed to do before how 
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what we ſhould be aſhamed to do in the 
fight of any man.—8. To think of the 
dreadful puniſhments whichGod has fo of- 
ten inflicted upon account of this vice; the 
many miſchiefs it cauſes both to the 


ſoul and body, the blindneſs and hard- 


neſs of heart it uſually produces; and, in 
fine, the everlaſting torments of hell, 
which ſuch ſinners, without repentance, will 
be plunged into.—9. To be very humble; 
ſince it is a common judgment of God to 
ſuffer perſons to fall into theſe ſhameful 


fins, in puniſhment of their pride.—10. In 
time of temptation to turn away the eyes 


of the ſoul, as much as poſſible, from the 


temptation, and to turn to Chriſt cruci- | 


fied ; to hide one's ſelf in his wounds, 


and with all fervour to implore his mer- 


CY, &c. 
Againſt Anger. 

A Gainſt anger, hatred, and deſire of re- 

wenge, divines preſcribe, 1. That we 
ſhould endeavour to humble and to deſpiſe 
ourſelves, for anger ſprings from pride ; & 
that we ſhould often remember what our 
fins have deſerved, and how little reaſon 
we have to take it ill, that any of God's 
creatures ſhould offend us, who have fo 
often & ſo grievouſly effended their Crea« 


tor; and who, if we had our juſt deſerts, | 


ſhould be trampled on by devils for all 
eternĩty.— 2. That we ſhould ſet before our 


es meckneſs and charity of Jeſus 
* id Chriſt 3 
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Chriſt; who particularly calls upon all his 
followers to learn theſe virtues of him ; 
Learn of me, becauſe I am meet and humble 
of heart, St. Matt. xi. 29. I give you a new 
commandment, that you love one another, as [ 
have loved you, St. oba xiii. 34. 3 & who 
ſo often declares, that except we forgive 
injuries from our hearts, God will never 
forgive us.—3. That we ſhould forecaſt in 


the morning what occaſions may probably 


occur in the day, in which we ſhall be in 
danger of being provoked to anger; that 
ſo we may either decline the occafions ; 
or, if this cannot be, may prepare & arm 
ourſelves againſt them by good reſolutions, 
grounded upon God ; and by hearty pray- 
ers for his divine aſſiſtance.— 4. That when 
one finds the motion of wrath ariſing in 
one's heart, one ſhould reſiſt them without 
delay, and ſtrive to bridle and keep down 
one's 1 calling upon God to this 
purpoſe ; and if poſlible, that one ſhould 
goout ofthe company, or hold one's peace, 
or at leaſt ſpeak nothing but what may be 
mild and — Thee in all events 
we ſhould not ſo much conſider the man 
from whom we think to have received an 
injury, or provocation, as God, ever good 
and ever juſt, without whoſe pleaſure or 
permiſſion nothing happens in this world; 
and who, upon theſe occaſions, is plea ſed 
that we ſhould be thus tried or chaſtiſed 
for our ſins.— 6, That we ſhould often 2

ſider the many moti ves Chriſtians have to 
love one another, and to bear with one 
another. We are all children of the ſame 
Father, the God of love and peace, and of 
the ſame mother, the church of God; we 
are all brethren in Chriſt; and he hath 
loved us all to that degree as to ſhed his 
blood for us; in — which love, he 
deſires that we ſhould love one another; 
we all partake of his body and blood, the 
facrament of unity and love: we all aſpire 
to the ſame heavenly country, the — 
of everlaſting peace and love.

It 1s proper to ſet before 
our eyes the poverty, labour and paſſion 
of Jeſus Chriſt, who by his patience re- 
deemed us; the ſufferings of the martyrs 
and the examples of all his faints, who by 
many tribulations have entered into the 
kingdom of heaven; and to remember 
that there is no other way to that ki 
dom of everlaſting reſt and joy, but the 
way of the croſs; that the ſufferings of 
this life beat no proportion with the hap- | 

pineſs

pineſs of the next: that thefe light and 
momentary troubles, borne with patience, 
work in us an eternal weight of glory. 
2. To conſider that theſe ſufferings are 
fent us from God ; and that it is vain to 
reſiſt his holy will, and fooliſh and finful 
to repine at it, His infinite wiſdom 
knows what is beſt for vs; and his infinite 

oodneſs ſends us that which he knows to 
e the beſt; impatience will only make 
our crofs the heavier, and make vs loſe 
the reward of it. 3. To confider the 
great advantages of temporal afflictions, 
inaſmuch as they wean us from the love 
of the world; teach us to have recourſe to 
God, to put our truſt in him alone; make 
us enter into ourſelves, and give us an op- 
portunity of exerciſing the great virtues 
of humility, patience and refignation, and 
of doing penance for our fins. How ma- 
ny are now ſaints in heaven, who would 
never have come thither, but by the oc- 
eaſion of afflition. 4. To meditate of- 
ten, in the time of our ſufferings, upon 
the multitude and enormity of our fins, 
and what we have deferved for them; 
upon the eternal torments of hell; upon 
the ſhortneſs of the ſufferings of this life, 
and the everlaſting joys of heaven, which 
patient ſufferings will bring us to: where- 
as we-cannot have our heaven both here 
and hereafter. 5. Under all — 
| Ve 
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have recourſe to Chriſt crucified ; to beg 
of him the grace of patience: to offer up 
all we ſuffer to him, to be united to his 
ſufferings, and to be ſanctiſied and accep- 
ted through him. Lord, give me grace 
to ſuffer with patience what thou ſendeſt, 
and ſend what thou pleaſeſt. 
- Againſt Gluttony and Druntemnęſi. 
Gainſt the ſins of g/auttony and drunlen- 
eſs, divines preſcribe, 1. That ſuch 
ſinners ſhould often conſider the many e- 
vils that are the conſequences of theſe fins, 
which change men into brutes ; rob them 
of their reaſon, deſtroy their health, ſhor- 
ten their lives, conſume their ſubſtance, 
diſturb the peace of their families, with- 
draw ſrom their wives and children their 
neceſſa ry ſubſtance, give ſcandal and ill- 
example to their neighbours, foment theic 
paſſions, ſet open the gate to all other fins, 
make their ſouls dull and inſenſible to all 
that is good, unfit for prayer and contem- 
plation, and perfectly ſlaves to their ſen- 
ſual inclinations. So that, as we daily ſee, 
of all vices there is none more difficult to 
be cured ; for theſe fins, when once come 
to a habir, generally follow men to their 
graves, and plunge them into hell, where, 
with the rich glutton, they will thirſt for 
all eternity, & never obtain ſo much as one 
drop of water to refreſh them. 2. That 
they ſhould often meditate upon the follow-

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and to deliver them from ſo wicked and 
pernicious a habit. 
Againſt Exvy. 

* is a repining at another's good, 
KR which the envious man conceives to 
be an evil to himſelf, as leſſening the ex- 
cellence and eſteem which he aims at; fo 
that envy, though commonly reckoned a- 
mongſt the capital fins, becauſe the many 
other fins that ſpring from it, is indeed a 
daughter of pride and vain-glory. Againſt 
envy divines preſcribe, 1. Io conſider the 
heinouſneſs of this ſin, directly oppoſite 
to charity, the queen of virtues ; for cha- 
rity is a joy in the glory of God, and the 
good of our neighbour; whereas envy 
grieves at both Ss one and the other, 
2. To conlider the dreadful conſequence 
of this fin, when once it has got the ma- 
ſtery of the heart. It was envy that made 
Cain murder his brother Abel : it was en- 
vy that made the brethren of Joſeph ſell 
him into Egypt; and that made Saul fo 
often ſeek the life of David; it was thro? 
envy that the Jews crucified Chriſt; it is 
the devil's in, who continually ſeeks our 
ruin, out of pure envy, without any ad- 
vantage to himſelf. 3. To conſider that 
the nature of this fin is ſuch, as to yield 
no manner of pleaſure or profit to the ſin- 
ner; but only to gnaw and torture his 
ſoul, and to make him miſerable both here 
and hereafter, Ah, how . 
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they, who become evil themſelves by the 
occaſions of another's good; and how 
wilfully blind to prefer the bitterneſs and 
aching pains of envy before the joy and 
ſweetneſs of charity! 4. To lay the axe 
to the root of the evil; by applying pro- 
per remedies to pride and vain-glory from 
which envy ſprings, and to learn to dei- 

iſe this tranſitory world, and its petty 
— and to abies after eternal glory. 
5. To watch and pray continually againſt 
ſo dangerous an enemy. To pray alſo 
for thoſe whom we are tempted to envy, 
and to ſpeak well of them upon all occa- 


ſions, 
Againſt Slath. 

LOTH, in the ſenſean which it is num- 
bered by the divines amongſt the capi- 
tal ſins, is a certain lazineſs of mind, op- 
poſite to the love of God and devotions; 
loathing, as it were, the beginning of go- 
ing on with ſuch things as apperrain to 
God's glory and our foul's ſalvation.

How 
very ort the time of this life is, which is 
given us in order to /abaur for eternity, & 
to ſend before us a ſtock of good works 
on which we may live for eternity ; how 
preci:us then is every moment of this ſhort 
time, upon the good uſe of which an end- 
leſs eternity depends, Ah! let us not 
then loſe one moment of it; every mo- 
ment is worth an «ternity! becauſe in 
K 2 every 
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every moment we may purchaſe an addi- 
tional degree of eternal glory ; but when 
once the time is paſſed, it never more 
returns. 2. To remember the ſtrict ac- 
count that will one day be demanded of 
us, by an all ſeeing Judge, of the em- 
ployment of the whole time of our lives, 
and to reflect ſeriouſly upon the fentence 
that was paſſed upon the barren fig-tree, 
and upon the ſlothful ſervant that hid his 
talent in the ground. 3. To ſet before 
our eyes the examples of Chriſt, and of his 
ſaints; and often to read and meditate on 
their lives. 4. Lo meditate alſo upon ſuch 
other ſubjects as may help to more us to 
the love of God, and to fervour in his ſer- 
vice: ſuch as the conſideration of the di- 
vine predictions, of the love of God to 
us, and of his benefits; of the paſſion of 
our Redeemer, and of the glory of his hea- 
venly kingdom, prepared to reward our 
ſort labours here. 5. To reflect upon the 
pains that worldlings take, and the danger 
they go through tor a little dirt of the 
earth, and ſhall not we do much more for 
a happy eternity? 6. To remember in 
all our actions, that our great Maſter's 
eye is ever upon us; and therefore to la- 
bour to perform them all with perfection, 
in order to pleaſe him. 7. Jo preſcribe 
to one's felt a regulation of one's time, 
and a variety in one's good exerciſes, _ 
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ſo, by the help of good cuſtom, to make 
that eaſy and agreeable, which otherwiſe 
would be tedious and diſtaſteful. 
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N order to prepare yourſelf to make a 
good confeſſion, endeavour in the firſt 
place to recommend the matter earneſtly 
to God; and for ſome days beforehand ; 
and frequently and fervently beg his di- 
vine grace and aſſiſtance; and this more 
eſpecially, if you have for à long time 
lived in a habit of fin: in mo cake - is 
moſt proper to prepare yourſelf by a ſpi- 
—— of ls days, during which 
time you may ſeriouſly enter into your- 
ſelf, and perform the ten meditations 
which we have tranſcribed above from 
St. Francis de Sales, or ſuch like devo- 
tions, by which you may be 2 
diſpoſed for ſo great a work; whic 
otherwiſe, it is to be feared, might be 
ill done, by being done too haſtily, 
* Examine your conſcience with care & 
diligence, yet without too much anxiety 
and ſcrupuloſity. Conſult the table of 
ſins to help your memory; and reflect in 
particular on the evil inclinations you 
are moſt ſubject to, on the places and 
companies you have been in, on your 
uſual employments, on the duties of your 
calling, and how you have diſcharged 
them, &, And in every fin, whether 
K 3 of 
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of commiſſion or omiſſion, ſtrive to call 
to your remembrance the number of 
times you have been guilty. 

* When you have duly examined your 
conſcience, do not think this is all you 
have to doin order to be rightly prepared 
for confeſſion ; the — part of the 
work remains fill to be done; and that 
is to take proper time and care to pro- 
cure a hearty ſorrow and deteſtation of 
all your fins, by which you have offend- 
ed fo good a God, with a full determi- 
nation, with the grace of God, to avoid 
the like fins for the future, and to fly 
the occaſions that uſually bring you to 
fin; and to take proper meaſures to be- 
gin a new life, 

In order to obtain this hearty ſorrow 
for your fins, and this firm purpoſe of a- 
mendment, you muſt earneſtly beg it of 
God, whoſe giit it is; & you muſt make 
uſe of ſuch prayers, conſiderations, and 
meditations as are moſt proper io move 
vo u to it. Particularly reflect on the four 
laſt things, on the enormity of ſin, on 
the goodneſs of God, & his benefits to 
you, on the death and paſſion of Chriſt, 
&c. And when you have obtained this 
hearty ſorrow and reſolution, then you 
may hope that you are ſufficiently pre- 
pared for confeſſion, and not till then. 
If you have any thing upon your con- 


* ({cience, which y ou have a particular dif- 


* ficulty 
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* ficulty of confeſſing, ceaſe not with pray- 
ers and tears to importune your heavenly 
Father to aſſiſt you in this regard, till he 
gives you the grace to overcome that 
difficulty ; and be fare never to go to 
confeſſion with a deſign of telling a lie 
to the Holy Ghoſt, Ah! what a com- 
fort it will be to you to eaſe your con- 
ſcience of its load! and what a rack and 
torture ſacrilegiouſly to conceal it. 
Let your confeſſion be humble, without 
ſeeking excuſes for your fins, or flinging 
the fault on others; let it be entire as to 
the kind and number of your fins, and 
ſuch circumſtances as quite change the 
nature of the fin, or notoriouſly aggra- 
vate it. Be modeſt in your ex preſſions, 
and take cate not to name any third 
« perſon.”

7 HE penitent, kneeling down at the 
f fide of his mo father, makes the 
„ fign of the croſs, and aſks his bleſſing: 
Pray, Father, Give me your bleſſing, for I 
have finned, Then he ſays the Confiece 
in Latin, or in Engliſh, as far as zee 
culpa, & c. through my fault, &c. 2. After 
this he accuſes himſelf of his fins, either 
according to the order of God's com- 
mandments, or ſuch other order as he 
finds moſt helpful to his memory ; ad- 
ding after each fin the number of times 
that he has been guilty of it, and ſuch 
circumſtances as may very conſiderably 
aggravate the guilt ; but carefully ab- 
ſtaining from fuch as are impertinent or 

unneceſſary, and from excuſes and lon 

. narrations. 3. After he has confeſl 
all that he can remember, he may con- 
clude with this or the like form: For 
theſe and all other my fins, aubich I cannot 
at this preſent call to my remembrance, I 
am heartily ſorry ; purpoſe amendment for 
the future; moſt bumbly aſt pardon of — 
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© and penance and abſolution of you my ghoſtly 
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father : and ſo he may finiſh his Confi- 
teor, and then give attentive ear to the 
inſtructions and advices of his confeſſor, 
and humbly accept of the penance en- 
joined by him. 4. Whilſt the prieſt gives 
him abſolution, let him bow down his 
head, and with great humility call up- 
on God for mercy; and beg of him that 
he would be pleaſed to pronounce the 
ſentence of abſolution in heaven whilſt 
his miniſter abſolves him upon earth. 
5. After confeſſion let the penitent re- 
turn to his prayers, and after having 
heartily given God thanks for having 
admitted him, by the means of his ſa- 
crament, to the grace of reconciliation, 
& received him, like the prodigal child, 
returning home, let him make an offer- 
ing of his confeſſion to Jeſus Chritt, beg- 
ging pardon for whatever detects he may 
have been guilty of in it; offering up 
his reſulution to his Saviour, and beg- 
ging grace that he may put them in ex- 
ecution. 6. Let him be careful to per- 
form his penance in due time, and in a 
penitential ſpirit.”

A Proteftation recommended by St. Francis de 
Sales, to be made hy the Penitent in the pre- 
ſence of his Director, by way of engraving in 


his ſoul a firm reſolution of ſerving God. 


1. LN. X. placed in the preſence of the 

eternal God and of all the court of 
heaven, having conſidered the exceeding 
mercy of his divine goodneſs towards me, 
a moſt unworthy 2 wretched creature, 
whom he has made out of nothing, pre- 


ſerved, maintained, and delivered from fo 


many dangers, and loaded with ſo many 
benefits; but, above all, having conſidered 


the incomprehenfible ſweetneſs and cle- 


mency with which this moſt good God has 
ſo graciouſly ſpared me in my iniquities, 
ſo om called upon me, inviting me 
to amendment, and fo patiently expected 
my repentance and converſion, until this 
preſent time, notwithſtanding all as in- 

ratitude, diſloyalty, & infidelity, where- 

v. deterring my converſion, and deſpiſ- 


ang 
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ing his graces, I have ſo unadviſedly of- 
fended him; having moreover conſidered 
that, upon the day of my holy baptiſm, I 
was ſo happily and holily vowed and de- 
dicated to my God to be his child; and 
that contrary to the profeſſion then made 
in my name, I have ſo many times, ſo 
execrably and deteſtably profaned, and

Inſtruct ions and Devotions for Communion. 
1 a man prove (or try ) himſelf, ſays 
St. Paul, 1 Cor. xi. 28. and /o eat of 
that bread, &c. This proving or trying 
one's ſelf is the firſt and moſt neceſſary 
preparation for the holy communion; & 
conſiſts in looking diligent'y into the 
ſtate of one's ſoul, in order to diſcover 
what indiſpoſitĩon or fins may lie there 
concealed ; and to apply a proper reme- 
dy to them, by fincere repentance and 
confeſſion. Leſt otherwiſe approaching 
to the Holy of Holies, with a ſoul defil- 
ed with the guilt of mortal fin, we be- 
come 
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come guilty of the body and blood of Chriſt, 


and receive judgment to ourſelves, not diſ 
cerning the Lord's bedy, 1 Cor. xi. For 
this reaſon we go to confeſſion before 
communion, in order to clear our ſouls 
from the filth of fin. 

* 2. The perſon that is to receive the 
bleſſed ſacrament muſt be alſo feſting, at 
leaſt from midnight, by the command of 
the church, and by a moſt ancient and 
apoſtolical tradition, ordaining that, in 
reverence to ſo great a ſacrament, no- 
thing ſhould enter into the body of a 
chriſtian before the bodyof Chriſt. Hence 
if through inadvertence, or otherwiſe, a 
perſon 2 taken any thing, tho* never 
ſo little, after twelve o'clock at night, 
he muſt by no means receive that day ; 
excepting in the caſe of danger of a 
proaching death, when the bleſſed ſacra- 
ment is received by way of viaticum. 


- * 3. Beſides this preparation of conſeſ- 


fion, and faſting, the perſon that pro- 
poſes to go to communion, muſt endea- 
vour to aim at the beſt devotion he is 
able, in order to diſpoſe his ſoul for 
worthily receiving ſo great a gueſt, To 
this end I recommend to him, 
* 1/7, To think well on the great workhe 
has in hand; to conſider attentively who 
it is he is going to receive, & how far be 
is from deſerving ſuch a favour: and to 
implore with fervour and humility God's 
* grace 
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race & mercy. And this ſhould be the 
ubje& of his meditations and prayers 
for fome days before-hand, and more 
particularly the night before his com- 
munion, and the morning he receives. 
ally, To propoſe to himſelf a pure in- 
tention, wiz. the honor of God, and the 
health of his own ſoul, and in particu. 
lar, that by worthily receiving Chriſt in 
this heavenly ſacrament, he may come 
to a happy anror with him, according to 
that of N. Fehr vi. 57. He that cateth my 
Aab, and drinketh my blend, abrdeth in me, 
and I in him. 
* 34ly, To meditate on the ſufferings & 
death of his Redeemer : this ſacrament 
being inſtituted to this end, that we 
ſho al Sea ferth the death of Chriſt until 
he came, 1 Cor. xi. 20. 
* 4/bly, To prepare himſelf by acts of 
virtue, more eſpecially ot faith, love, & 
humility; that fo he may approach to his 
Lord, with a firm belief of his real pre- 
ſence 1n this ſacrament, & of that great 
facrifice which he heretofore offered up- 
on the croſs for our redemption, of 
which he here makes us partakers ; with 
an ardent affection of to him who 
has loved us ſo much, and who out of 
pure love gives himſelf to us; and, with 
a great ſentiment of his unworthineſs 
and fins, joined with a firm confidence 
in the mercies of has Redeemer.* 
A Medi. 
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4A Meditation before Communion, divided into 
ſeven points which may ſerve as a ſeven 
days preparation for the bl:fſed Sacrament. 


ONSIDER, %, that Jeſus Chriſt, our 
Lord, whom we receive in this bleſſed 
ſacrament, is called in ſcripture, the Lamb 
which was Hain from the beginning of the 
evord, Apocal. xiii. 8. Becauſe, from the 
very beginning of the world, there was 
no way of coming at God's mercy or grace, 
but by faith in a Redeemer to come, and 
by the merits of his future death and paſ- 
ſion. Hence Chriſt crucified was, from the 
beginning of the world, the great object of 
the devotion of the patriarchs and pro- 
phets; for him they conſtantly fighed ; him 
they regarded in all their ſacrifices, which 
were indeed ſo many figures of him, and of 
his death; all theſe tigures were to have an 
end; when Chriſt himſelf, the very Truth, 
came in perſon into the world, and offer- 
ed himſelf upon the crofs, a ſacrifice for 
the fins of the world. But ſtill his death 
and paſſion is to be the perpetual object of 
the devotion of all his children and ſer- 
vants even to the end of the world ; not 
now as prefigured in ſhadows and types, 
but as commemorated and celebrated in 
the Euchariftic ſacrifice and ſacrament, 
containing and exhibiting, verily and in- 
deed, that is, in very truth, our great 
High- Prieſt and Victim, Jeſus Chriſt ; Be 
e 
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the ancient figures are now paſſed, and 
the truth has ſucceeded in their place : & 
the ſame fountain of all ſanity, who of 
old communicated himſelf to his ſervants 
ſpiritually by faith, now gives himſelf to 
us verily aud indeed in theſe heavenly 
myſteries. For this manner of communi- 
cating himſelf was beſt becoming the new 
law ; which 1s a law of love, a law of grace, 
and a law of truth. Ah! my ſoul, admire 
and adore the riches of the bounty and 


goodneſs of thy God and Saviour, who 


gives thee in this ſacrament ſo great a 
gift, that heaven itſelf has nothing great- 
er. Embrace his love, but let it be with a 
ſuitable return of love, and ſee thou pre- 
pare thy ſelf worthily to receive ſo great 
a viſit, O take care to open wide thy 
heart, that it may be capable to hold 
thoſe treaſures which he brings with him, 
and which he defires to impart to thee. 
Conlider, /econdly, the figures by which 
God was pleaſed in the Oli Teftament to 
foreſhew this ſacrament ; eſpecially theſe 
three, the Tree of Lite, the Paſchal Lamb, 
and Manna from Heaven. The Tree of 
Lite, which God planted in the midſt of 
the earthly paradiſe, had that excellent 
property, that if fin had not baniſhed us 
from that happy abode, by feeding on the 
fruit of it, we ſhould have Gm maintained 
in a conſtant vigour, ſtrength and health, 
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and have never died. O how well does the 
bleſſed Euchariſt anſwer this noble figure ? 
in which we feed upon life itſelf in its very 
fountain, and by . and worthily 
approaching to it, receive a copious and 


. conſtant ſupply of heavenly grace, for the 


maintaining of the vigour, ſtrength, and 
health of the ſoul ; that ſo we may never 
incur the ſecond death, but may paſs from 
life to life, from the life of grace to the 
life of glory ; from life concealed under 
ſacramental veils, to life ſeen and enjoyed 
without ſhadow or change, for all eternity. 
The Paſchal Lamb, which was firſt offered 


in facrifice to God, on the evening on 


which the child ten of /frae/ were delivered 
from the bondage of Egypt, and then was, 
by God's command, eaten by all the 
faithful, was alſo a figure of the bleſſed 
Euchariſt, and of the true Lamb of God, 
there communicated to us; eventhat Lamb 
which was firſt offered in ſacrifice of our 
eternal redemption from the bondage of 
the infernal Pharash, and is now received 
by all the faithful in theſe heavenly myſ- 
teries, for a perpetual commemoration of 
this our redemption, and a daily applica- 
tion of the fruit of it to our ſouls. O, m 
foul, let us confidently run to this Lam 
of God, who takeſt away the fins of the 
world! Let us receive with all affection 
this chriſtian paſſaver / Let us embrace 
this victim of our redemption, this new ſa- 
critice 
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crifice of the new covenant,the covenant of 
life and of love! Let us ſprinkle ourſelves 
with this blood of the New Teſtament, that 
ſo the deſtroying angel may have no power 
to hurt us. Another figure of the bleſſed 
Euchariſt was the wanna from heaven, 


with which the children of 1/-ae/ were 


wonderfully fed during the forty years 
ſojourning in the wilderneſs, before their 
coming to the land of promiſe. This food 
was many ways miraculous, but nothing in 
compariſon of that wing bread, that bread 
of hte which is given us in the divine 
myſteries, which comes down from heaven 
in order to carry us up thither, that true 
land of promiſe, the land of the living, 
and which nouriſkes our ſouls to life eter- 
nal. O! heavenly manna, O! bread of 
angels, let my ſoul always hunger after 
thee. I hou art my true and only ſupport, 
during this my mortal pilgrimage. O! 

ive me a loathing for all the huſks of 

wine, with which this deluded world ſeeks 
to amuſe us! O let me ever reliſh thy hid- 
den ſweetneſs ! 

Conſider, thirdly, the myſteries which 
we celebrate in this thrice bleſſed ſacra- 
ment and facrifice. Here the whole paſ- 
fon and death of Chrift is ſolemnly acted, 


as a moſt ſacred tragedy, by himſelf, in 


rſon. Here the Lamb of God preſents 
imſelf as flain to his eternal Father; and 
bis blood molt powerfully pleads 1 wp 
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behalf. Here the death of our Lord, the 
fountain of all our good, plentifully flows 
into our ſouls, and ever lives and brin 
forth in us the fruit of life. Here the tri- 
umphs of our crucified King, his victorious 
reſurrection and glorious aſcenſion are diſ- 
played. Here we receive an afſurance of 
the ſhare that we have in Chrift, and in 
his redemption. Here we partake of his 
bedy and of his /pirir. Here we drink of 
the fountain of life. Here all the members 
of Chriſt are happily united with one ano- 
ther, and with their head, in a ſacrament 
of union and love. Here, in fine, we have 
a: molt certain pledge of everlaſting life, 
and of the eternal enjoyment of him in 
our bleſſed country, who thus lovingly 
gives himſelf to us in this place of baniſh- 
ment. O, mo ſoul, reverence with awe, & 
embrace with love, theſe myſteries ſo full 
of majeſty and of love. The high- prĩeſt of 
the Ol Teflament was but once a year to 
enter into the inward ſanctuary of the tem- 
ple called the Holy of Helies ; and then not 
without divers purifications and ſacrifices, 
and a ſolemn faft of all //rae/. See then, 
how pure, how holy, thou oughteſt to be, 
who ſo often are admitted into the ſance 
my of the New Teſtament, that is, to 
thoſe divine myſteries ſanctiſied by the pre- 
ſence of Jeſus Chrift himfelf, the true Holy 
of Helies, of which that Jeb ſanctuary 
was but a ſhadow. 
Con- 
1 
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Conſider, therefore, ſurthly, that what 
moſt eſpecially calls for our devotion in 
theſe moſt holy myſteries, is the real pre- 
ſence of Jeſus Chriſt himſelf, true God & 
true Man, under the ſacramental veils, 
Bow thyſelf down, my ſoul, to adore this 
ſacred truth; let no proud thoughts of op- 

fition ariſe in thee againſt this admira- 

le ſacrament ; captivate thy underſtand- 
ing to the obedience of faith ; build thy- 
ſelf upon the expreſs words of Truth itſelf, 
ſo often repeated in holy writ ; and upon 
the expreſs declaration of the church of 
God, againſt which the gates of hell can 
never prevail. The glory and merit of ſaiib 
is to believe what thou canſt not ſee ; to 
acknowledge that the Almighty can do in- 
finitely more than thou — comprehend ; 
and 4 no effort of mercy and love can 
be too great for him who has died for lore. 
See then what thy devotion ought to be in 
conſequence of this belief ; what profound 
reverence to ſo great a Lord, who lies con- 
cealed in theſe tremendous myſteries ; 
what 22 of conſcience, in order to a 
proach worthily to purity itſelf? What 
hbamility, what love, when thou art admit- 
ted to his embraces ! 

Confider, 5:h/y, how many may thy Lord 
and thy God, the Sovereign Good, who 
delights to be with the children of men, 
Prov. xiii. 31. communicates himſelftothee. 
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In his incarnation & birth, he gave him- 
ſelf to be thy companion & to take upon 
him all thy miſeries. In his death he gave 
himſelf to be thy ranſom : in this heavenly 
ſacrament he gives himſelf to be thy food, 
the comfort and ſupport of thy exile : & 
in his kingdom above, he deſigns to give 
himſelf for thy eternal reward. O! what 
can he do more to teſtify his love to thee ; 
as wiſe as he is, he cannot contrive any 
thing better for thee ; as powerful as he is, 
he cannot do more for thee than give thee 

imſelf. Oh! how true is that ſaying of 
the beloved diſciple, that God is Love / But 
what doſt thou ſee in me, dear Lord, that 
can move thee tolove ſuch a poor worm ; 
ſach a wretched finner as I am! there can 
be nothing good in me, but what is thy 
gracious gift; and, alas! I fear EF have 
hitherto beſed all thy gifts; it is then thy 
own pure goodneſs alone that can make 
thee love me; and thy pure love alone that 
can make thee communicate thyſelf to ine. 
O let me then be no longer ungrateful to 
thy love! Let that divine love which thou 
ſo much deſireſt to enkindle upon earth, 
take hold now of my heart, that I may 
return thee love for love. O, ſend it now 
into my foul, that it may prepare thee 4 


ſuitable lodging there! O! let me heude- 


forward give myſelf wholly to thee; who 


ſo often giveſt thyſelf to me.

thou art ſo good as to invite me thus to 


thyſelf, add this one bounty more to all 
the reſt, to prepare me for thyſelf. Cleanſe 
my ſoul from its ſtains, cloath it with the 
nuptial garment of charity, adorn it with 
all virtue, and make it a fit abode for thee.

* When the prieſt gives you the bleſſell 
* ſacrament, ſaying, The body of our Lord

© receiving, let your head be ere, your 
* mouth opened moderately wide, & your

done, ſhut your mouth; let the ſaere

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© N. B. That upon the whole day after 
your communion, you ought to be more 
than ordinarily retired, and perform 
more devotions than uſual. Particu- 
larly watch over yourſelf, left by giving 
way to paſſion, or any other fin, you 
ſuffer yourſelf to be robbed of any part 
of that treaſure you have received : for 
it is a common trick of the devil, on the 
day that a perſou has been at commu- 
nion, to fling ſome ſtumbling block in 
their way to raiſe them to paſſion, or 
diſturb their peace, or draw them alide 


from their devotions, by worldly diſtrac- 
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tions or diverſions; and therefore chriſ- 
tians muſt be upon their guard on theſe 
occaſions, and by retirement recollec- 
tion, and pra; er, give time to the grace 
which they have received, to fink into 
their ſouls, and take dee root there. 
And let them remember that they have 


received this freſh ſupply of divine 


grace, to the end that they may improve 
in every Chriſtian virtue, and eſpecially 
in the love of God, and may ſerve his 
divine Majeſty with a new vigour and 
fervour,

Inflrufions and Devations for Confirmation. 
ONFIRMATION is a ſacrament by 
which the faithful, who have already 
been made children of God by their bapti/m, 
receive the Holy Ghoſt by the prayer and 
impoſition of the hands of the biſhops, the 
ſucceſſors of the apoſtles, Aut viii. 14. and 
xix. 5, 6. in order to their being made 
ftrong and perfect Chriſtians, and valiant /ol- 
diers of Jeſus Chrift, It is called confirma- 
tion from its effect, which is to confirm or 
firengthen thoſe that receive it, in the pro- 
feſſion of the true faith ; to give them ſuch 
courage and reſolution as to be willing ra- 
ther to die than to turn from it, and to 
arm them in general againſt all their ſpi- 

ritual enemies. 

2. This ſacrament was originally de- 
figned and inſtituted by our Lord, for all 
Chriſtians and conſequently is a divine 
ordizance, which all are obliged to comply 
with; and is fo neceſſary for all, that the 
neglect of receiving it would be a great 
fin; more eſpecially in ſuch circumſtances 


Where perſons are expoſed to perſecutions 


on account of their religion, or to other 
temptations againſt faith. . 
3. The principal effects of this ſacrament 
are, a fort:fying grace, in order to ſtrengthen 
the ſoul againſt all the viſihle and inviſible 
enemies of the faith; & a certain dedica- 
tion & coxſecration of the ſoul by the Holy 
N Ghoſt 
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Ghoſt, the mark of which dedication and 
conſecration is left in the foul, as a chærac- 
ter which can never be effaced. 


4. Hence this ſacrament can be received 


but once; and it would be a ſacrilege to 
attempt to receive it a ſecond time : for 


which reaſon alſo the faithful are bound to 


take extreme care to come to this facra- 
ment duly diſpoſed, left, if they ſhould be 
ſo unhappy as to receive it in mortal fin, 


they would receive their own condemna- | 


tion, and run the riſk of being deprived 
for ever of the grace of it. 

5. Now the diſpoſition which the Chriſ- 
tian muſt bring along with him, to receive 
worthily the ſacrament of confirmation, muſt 
be a prerity of conſcience, at leaſt from all 
mortal fin, for which reaſon he ought to $0 
to confeſſion before he is confirmed, for the 
Holy Ghoſt will not come to a foul in 
which Satan reigns by mortal fin. 2. A fin- 
cere deſire of giving himſelf up to the Ho- 
I» Ghoſt, to follow the influences of his 
divine grace, to be his temple for ever; 
and, by his aſſiſtance, to anſwer all the 
obligations of a ſoldier of Chrift. 

6. Hence a Chrittian ought to prepare 
himſelf for this ſacrament, byferventpray- 
er, as we find the apoſtles prepared i 
ſelves for the receiving t ly Ghoſt, 
T he y conthiined with ene accord in prayer days 
St, Lair, Acts i. 14. ſpeaking of 3 

| | N 
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days that paſſed between the aſcenſion of 
our Lord and pentecoſt; and they were con- 
tinually in the temple, praifing & bleſſing God, 
Luke xxiv. 53. How happy ſhall they be, 
who, like them, P are themſelves for rhe 
Holy Ghoſt by t fe ſpiritual exerciſes, 

7- The obligations which accompany 
the character of confirmation, and which a 
Chriſtian takes upon himſelf, when he re- 
ceives this ſacrament, are, to bear a true 
and perpetual allegiance to the greatKing, 
in whole ſervice he liſts himſelf as a fol- 
dier to ſtand to his colours, the croſs of 
Chriſt, the mark of which he receives on 
his forchead; to fight his battle againft his 
enemies, the world, the fleſh, and the 
devil; to be faithful until death ; and ra- 
ther to die than to deſert from the ſervice, 
or to change ſides and go over to the ene- 
my by wilful fin ; in fine, to live up to the 
glorious character of a ſoldier of Chrift; and 
to maintain that interior purity & ſanctity 
which becomes the temple of the Holy G, 
by a life of prayer, & a life of love. Where 
the character of our confirmation, when we 
ſhall bring it with us before the judgment- 
ſeat of Chriſt, ſhall be found to have been 
accompanied with ſuch a life as this, itwill 
ſhine moſt glariouſly in our fouls for all 
eternity ; but if, inſtead of living upto it, 
we ſhould be found to have been de/erters 
and rebels, and to have violated this facred 

N 2 character 
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character by a life of ſin, it will certainly 
riſe up in judgment againſt us, it will con. 
demn us at the bar of Siviae juſtice, ic will 
caſt us deeper into the bottomleſs pit ; and 
be a mark of eternal ignominy & reproach 
to our ſouls amongſt the damned.

The chriſm. with which the ſacrament of 
confirmation is adminiſtered in the catholic 
church, is a compound of oil of olives and 
balm or balſam, ſolemnly conſecrated by 
the biſhop on Mawndy T bur/doy ; kept with 
great veneration in the church, and made 
uſe of only in the conſecration of ſuch 
things as are in a particular manner ſet a- 
fide for the ſervice of God, and dedicated 
and ſanctied to him. Thus we conſecrate 
with this holy union, biſhops, churches, 
altars & chalices ; and whatſoever is once 
anointed with this ſacred chriſm, is in ſuch 
a manner looked upon as ſet apart for God, 
that it muſt not, on any account, be per- 
verted or turned to profane uſes; it hay | 
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be no leſs a crime than ſacrilege, to vio- 
late or profane any ſuch thing as has been 
thus ſanifked. Hence Chriſtians are to 
underitand, that by this auction of the ho- 
ly chriſn, which they receive in their con- 
firmation, they are alſo ſolemnly dedicated 
and conſecrated to God to be his temples 
for ever; that this autiward aim is the vi- 
ſible ſign of an inward ur#ion and ſanctiſi- 
cation of their ſouls by the Holy Ghoſt ; 
that the myſterious compound of the oif 
and balm denotes the properties, graces, and 
effects of this Holy Spirit in their ſouls by 
the frengthening and /oftening of the ail and 
the Acueet odour of the balm ; and therefore 
that from this time forward, they maſt 
conſider themſelves as dedicated in ſuch a 
manner to God, both in ſoul and body, as 
that it would be a kind of Ro to pro- 
— either the one or the other, by mortal 

n. 

After all have been confirmed, the biſhop 
waſhes his hands; and, in the mean time, 
the tollowing anthem is ſaid or ſung :
